General  Awards  are  selected  by  the  Jury  on  the  basis  of  quality 
regardless  of  style  or  medium.  The  Jury  is  authorized  to  give  an 
award  of  $750  for  Best  of  Show,  First  Awards  of  $250,  Second 
Awards  of  $175,  and  Third  Awards  of  $100.  The  Israel  Abramofsky 
Award  of  The  Temple-Congregation  Shomer  Emunim  for  $500  is 
given  for  an  outstanding  entry  in  any  medium.  The  Molly  Morpeth 
Canaday  Award  of  $350  is  presented  for  an  outstanding  painting.  The 
Stautzenberger  College  Glass  Award  of  $250  is  presented  for  ex- 
cellence in  glass  other  than  primarily  blown  glass.  The  Roulet  Medal 
is  awarded  for  excellence  in  painting,  sculpture  or  graphics,  and  the 
Craft  Club  of  Toledo  Gold  Medal  for  excellence  in  crafts. 

Two  Purchase  Awards  are  selected  by  the  Purchase  Awards  Commit- 
tee which  consists  of  the  Chairman  of  the  Permanent  Collection  Com- 
mittee and  all  officers  present  at  the  Annual  Area  Artists'  Exhibition 
jurying. 

The  Committee  selects  purchase  awards  for  the  permanent  collection 
of  the  organization  from  those  works  considered  for  general  awards. 
Purchase  awards  are  added  to  the  collection  of  the  Toledo  Federation 
of  Art  Societies  which  is  administered  by  The  Toledo  Museum  of  Art 
with  the  approval  of  the  Federation  Permanent  Collection  and  Loans 
Committee.  Loans  are  made  to  civic  organizations  upon  request.
